Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant has proposed an amendment after Final Rejection, to 
recite that the pivotal attachment means "permit pivotal movement with respect to the frame means only at said spaced 
locations", which recitation was deemed to be potentially unclear in that the elements which were permitted movement 
were not specified. Applicant had additionally proposed a more comprehensive recitation wherein pivotal movement 
between the rear ski member, the pivotal attachment and the frame means is premitted only at the spaced locations. 
The examiner acknowledged that such a recitation, at first glance, would appear to define beyond the currently applied 
reference to Porsche, in view of the pivotal nature of the attachment elements (e.g. 6, 7 in Porsche), however in view of 
the numerous other references cited, it was not clear that such an amendment would render the application allowable. 
The examiner additionally noted that a consideration of the remaining prior art in the application with respect to the 
proposed further modification of claim 22 may result in such an amendment not being entered after Final Rejection. 
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
